The Court declared, “There is no 
equality of treatmerit merely by 
providing students with the same 
facilities， textbooks, teachers，and 
curriculum ; for students who do 
not understand English are effect- 
ively foreclosed from any mean- 
ingful education 

To_ expect 1limited 了 nglish- 
speaking students to know English 
before they can efjfectibely Partici- 
pate in the educational program， 
the Court stated in no uncertain 
terms, “is to make a mockery of 
public edqucation,” Sidqing itself 
directlvy with the Chinese-speaking 
students，the Justices said，“We 
know that those who do not 
understand English are certain to 
find their'classroom experience 
whollv incomprehensible and in 
no wav meaningful.” 

The Court wanting nothing 
short of an education that is both 
“meaningful” and “comprehen- 
sible”and a_ program in which 
these children can“ effectively 
participate,.” ”The case was re- 
manded back to the U.S. District 
Court in San Erancisco to fashion 
appropriate relief,， meaning，

The hearings，together with ear- 
lier efforts on the Senate side， 
resulted in a new Bilingual 
Education Act of 1974 (Part of the 
下 cucatiom Amendments Of 7974，

the nature of BBE program， 
reorganized Federal efforts，in- 
creased substantially authoriza- 
tion for BBE programs，supPple- 
mental community activities， 
teachers training _ programs，fel- 
lowships，planning and technical 
assistance. 

In fiscal vear 1975-76, a total of 
$85 million was appropriated for 
Some 380 research-oriented BBE 
Drojects. Of this amount，$53 
million went to 328 BBE class- 
room projects，$21 million to 
teacher training, and $7 million to 
ten material development centers. 
Through these funds，small Chi- 
nese BBE projects are now found 
in most of the major cities in the 
U.S$.，and a national Asian Bi-

Today, January 21, is the second annliversary of the U. 9. 
Supreme Court's landmark decislon in the case of Lau v. 
Nichols in favor of the limited-English speaking students of 
Chimnese ancestry In 9an Eranclsco. 

After two years，we are glad to see the establishment of 
nine reglonal "Lau Centers”and the progress of some Chi- 
nese billingual-blicultural classes. Thls achievement, however 
insignlificant, is an Important begnning. 

也 owever, much of the momentum has been bogged down 
at the state and city levels. We witnessed the demalse of the 
comprehensive bjlingual-biculturaleducation bill S.B. No. 7 
in the California legislature recently (了 /W 10/1175).。 Fancy 
choreography in local schools has also been Successful in 
keeping the progress in bilingual education to a minimal 
degree. 

Meanwhile，newspapers gave Prominent space to bigots 
to air their hostility against bilingual education 一 clobbering 
minorities, new Immigrants，and all those speaking foreign 
tongues with one andthe same blow. Arguing that bilingual

Uary 1975，a Task Force was 
appointed to develop a set of 
guidelines for schools to comply 
with the Za decision The 
guidelines，released in July 1975 
nation-wide，require，among 
other things，BBE program for 
limited English-speaking students 
at the_ elementary and inter- 
mediate levels and declared ESL 
(English as a second language) 
program“not appropriate.”This 
set of guidelines undoubtedly has 
become an important basis for 
further development of BBE pro- 
grams in the U.S Hundreds of 
School districts are now under 
review by OCR and most of them 
are not expected to comply with 
the ZLax mandate, This also means 
that more and more community 
groups and- parents can dqemand 
BBE for their children， 

To assist School districts across 
the nation to comPply with the 五 av 
requirements，the U.S. Office of 
Education also established last 
summer nine regional “人 au Cen- 
ters” to_ provide them ”with 
technical assistance，especially，in 
language assessment and BBEE 
programming，These centers _ are 
located at; Columbia'*University，

SAN FRANCISCO 一 They came 
to the.United States to _ escape the 
poverty which overwhelmed 
China.

Kearny Street Workshop and 
Jackson -Street Callery members 
have lovingly gathered photo- 
graphs, poems, and other works to 
create an exhibition of the Chinese 
experience at Angel Island. 

LANDMARK 

One purpose of this exhibit is to 
call attention to the Angel Island 
Immigration ， Station 了 Historical 
Advisory Committee， which 、is 
working to have Angel Island 
designated as a California historic 
landmark， 

The exhibit photographs are 
outgrowths of a photography class 
taught by Chris Huie，one of the 
coordinators of the exhibit. 

Past and present photographs of 
the immigration station are 
mounted on backgrounds of fenc- 
ing wire and rough wood from 
dismembered crates which jline 
walls and hang suspended from 
the ceiling， ， 

Many of the old pictures，most 
in black and white，focus on the 
Chinese. One photograph reveals 
11，Chinese women，Ssome with 
small children，quietly sitting on 
two rows of benches,， surrounded 
by wire fences,， The heads of the 
Chinese are bent， Silent eyes 
downeast，and their hands are 
carefully placed in their black- 


clothed laps. .Only a White 
matron smiles into the camera. 
TODAY 


Today, the barracks are falling 
apart， One photograph shows a 
core of stark poles，denuded of 
bunkbeds ， which  ， used to be 
suspended from the spindly sup- 
ports. Another photograph reveals 
a dingy row of toilets which lie 
below chipped and peeling walls，

TAIPEI 一 Taiwan students are 
no longer as eager as before to go 
overseas to study，according to a 
Tecent SUIVey， 

Over half the students res- 
ponding to a survey conducted by 
the National Taiwan Normal 
University said they would do 
graduate study in Taiwan, or look 
for work after- leaving _ school. 
Only 21% saidq they would go 
abroad for graduate training. 

While many do not expect to go 
abroad，the students are over- 
whelmingly against restricting 
Opportunities to _ study overseas. 
Only 2.3% favored such restrict- 
ions， 

Although the survey did not 
give reasons for the change in 
attitudes， many educators in 
Taiwan think the difficulty of 
getting scholarships from foreign 
universities and problems of find- 
ing work overseas, combined with 
improvement in the teaching at 
local universities have made study 
at home.more attractive. 

In contrast to the gradual 
decline in students going abroad 
to study, there has been a gradual 
increase in the number of Chinese 
Scholars returning to teach in 
Taiwan.

LOS ANGELES 一 Ancient stone 
anchors found oft the coast of Los 
Angeles may prove that Chinese or 
Japanes sailors discovered the west 
coast of America 1,000 years ago， 


United Press International re- 
ported about 30 large rocks with 
holes chipped through them were 
found by divers off the Palos 
Verdes.peninsula,， 


According to William Clewlow， 
chief archeologist at UCLA'S 
JInstitute of Archeology，“They 
are shaped like .ancient Asian 


anchors, They appear to be 500 to 
1,000 years old,” 


The rocks could corroborate 
Indqian and Asian legends of 
trans-Pacific commerce before the 
discovery of America by Euro- 
peans， 


Chinese records tell of a 
Buddhist monk named Hui-shen 
who journeyed across the Pacific 
in the 7th Century A.D. and 
found a land populated by people

Funerals have been important 
in Chinese culture since ancient 
times. Archeologists and historians 
have made known details of 
funereal rites of ancient China as 
far back as the Shang (1766-1122 
or 1027 B.C.) and Western Chou 
(1122 or 1027 to 722 B.C-.) eras. 
Later on，aneestor worship and 
filial piety further dictated that 
the dead receive as glorious a 
send-off as his family's finances 
could manage. 

As Buddhism became absorbed 
into the mainstream of Chinese 
lifte during the Tang Dynasty 
(618-907 A.D.) and took on the 
Chinese ancestors and their pan: 
theon of deities，a ritual for the 
burial of the dead developed 
under the aegis of the Buddqdhist 
institutions，This ritual remained 
substantially unchanged until the 

”Present century. Today，enjlight- 
enment and life-style simplified 
these rites，but the _ significance 
that Chinese attach to funerals 
remains the same. 

PACEANTRY 

Traditionally, the Chinese bur- 
ied their dead from their homes， 
with as much pomp and 
pageantry as commensurate with 
their social and financial positions 
in the community. The coffin 
remained in the house up to 7x7， 


Or， 49 days， Onjy the disgraced 


were buried hurriedly upon 
death . 

Placing the dead into the coffin 
was a major ritual in itself，The 
family grieved in full view of 
relatives and friends who came to 
mourn， All this time they would 
wear the _ traditional mourning 
garb of coarse white hemp， 
lamenting audibly in front of the 
coffin. Buddhist and Taoist priests 
would come to incant scriptures 
and prayers which would benefit 
the departing soul. Visitors who 
came to mourn would Kottow 证 
front of the coffin while the family 
returned the courtesy, The visitors 
had to be offered tea and 
refreshments. 

Inthewell-knownclassical novel 
written by Ch'ao Shu-ch'in (c,， 
1723-1763 A.D.) depicting upper 
class life and foibles in traditional 
China，TPhe Dream of 态 e Red 
Champer，an elaborate funeral 
was held for a young daughter-in- 
law of a wealthy and powerful 
aristocratic family. During the 49 
days her body remained at home， 
20 servants were needed to pour 
tea, 20 to serve refreshments, 40 to 
care for the incense，candles and 
offerings in front ofthe coffin, 4 to 
take care of the cups,， 4 the other 
dishes， 8 to receive offerings 
brought or sent by the relatives 
and friends，8 to keep the lamps 
and candles lit throughout the 
house, 20 to supervise the comings 
and goings at the gate . . ,There 
were 108 Buddhist priests and 99 
Taoist priests，whose prayers and 
incantations must make the scene 
even more confusing and “noisy. 
Another 50 senior Buddhist and 50 
senior Taoist priests were also in 
attendance although their func- 
tion was not Speeified. It is 
assumed that they made the 
offerings and were more exper> 
ienced in matters regarding trans- 
migration of the departing soul. 
On the 49th day, when the funeral 
procession jleft for the family 


temple where the coffin was to 

repose Until it could be brought to ， 
the native province for burial, the . 
altars for offerings extended 3 to 41 


1i, Accompanying the cortege, in 


addition to men on horseback， 
were women mourners of rank 
transported in 10 large sedan 
chairs，30-40 small sedan chairs ; 
altogether over 100 carriages .，. 

These kind of funerals, of course， 
were Iare even in those days，bnut 
President Chiang Kai-sheks fu- 
neral in Taipei last April，al- 
though Christian， and Premier 
Chou En-lais funeral last week in 
Peking,，although a cremation， 
were Ieported to be no less 
Spectacular，(As photography 
developed, an enlarged portrait of 
the deceased seems to have 
become an essential part of the 
cortage.) 

.DENSITY - 

The population density of 
Hongkong is perhaps the highest 
in the world.， Approximately 4.5 
million people (more than 99 匈 of 
whom Chinese) are crowded into 
400 square miles of land,， much of 
it_ mountainous，therefore unin- 
habitable，These figures become 
even more horrendous when one 
notes that 1.1 million of these 
people live on Hongkong Island 
which is 30 square miles，and an 
almost equal number live in 
Kowloon which is a mere 3 square 
miles! Logically，one must con- 
clude that there is just NO land 
left for cemetaries. 

In 1974 alone，21,879 people 
died in Hongkong，according to 
the Bureau of Census and Stat- 
istics. (The crude death rate is 5.1 
per 1,000 persons， with 56 匈 
falling in the 50 years or older 
range.) Although cremation is 
Teceiving increasing acceptance， 
Imost of the dead are still being 
buried somewhere in Hongkong. 
The graves are hewn into the 
IOcky cjliffs in the relatively less 
built-up sections of Hongkong 
Island and Kowloon. but most of 
the cemetaries are in the northern 
part of New Territories，(These 
graves Wil remain despite the 
urgent need for more land as the 
Chinese are Superstitious and are 
reluctant to disturb the dead.) 

Where are the Hongkong f- 
nerals taking place today? Apart- 
ment living with limited space and 
small elevators does not perm 二 
funerals to be held at home as they 
were as late as twenty years ago. 
Chinese funerals are rarely held in 
churches or temples. Most of them 
take place in funeral homes, There 
are 10 funeral homes listed in the 
yellow pages of the Hongkong 
telephone directory，but most of 
them are no more than under- 
takers， For funerals beyond a 
certain Size， there are three 
funeral homes. The newest one， 
mammoth in scale, began business 
last month in Hunghom，on the 
same day as the opening of the 
new railroad station，and with an 
equal amount of fanfare and 
pubjlicity， 

MIXTURE 

It so happened that during that 
week a relative of my mother-in- 
law died，He was a well-knowz 
and well-liked Physician in his 
70's，with a _ number of sons and 
grandsons, and therefore a success 
by any standard. So thenumber of 
people who mourned him was 
quite sizable. 工 accompanied my

mother-in-law (who happened to 
be visiting from the United States 
after a 25-year absence from 
Hongkong) to the funeral. This 
was the first time I attended a 
Chinese funeral in Hongkong， 共 
was held in one of the ten or a 
dozen chapels in the new funeral 
home. There was a mixture of the 
Christian and Chinese traditions， 
of the West and the- 上 East，The 
entire ceremony was conducted 
with the aid of .a very powerful 
public address systeml 


At the door to the chapel were a 
number of men (whether they 
were_ friends of the family or 
employees of the funeral home I 
did not know) who wore labels on 
their lapels indicating they were 
ushers. They led us to sign the 
mourning book，gave Us each a 
packet with a coin (to help defray 
our cost in coming to the funeral) 
and a piece of candy (to help 
lessen our sadness). These were all 
traditional -gestures，very nice， 工 
thought. 


Then，we were told by the 
public address system to line up， 
four in a row, and were marched 
down to the front of the chapel, a 
large room with enough folding 
chairs to seat about 250-300 
people，where an enlarged photo- 
graph of the deceased was placed. 
We were' then told by the 
loudspeaker to bow three times in 
unison，to the photograph. The 
family， dressed in traditional 
Chinese rather than Western 
styled clothes, but in black rather 
than wiite，stood a little to the 
right of the photograph，returned 
our bows. There was no coffin 

As I learned later, the body lay 
on abier in an adjoining room. At 
the appointed time，the family 
filed into that room to place the 
body into the coffin， Apparently 
this was to be a Private cerermmony， 
While we remained in the chapel， 
loud lamentations were audible to 
Us， 
Meanwhile，I sat fascinated by 
what was going on around me. 工
